This Week the Marquefs d’Al- 
ligre would have order’d all the Villages, Cloyfters, 
and Gentlemen’s Seats, round Bonn, that cannot be 
fuccour’d by the Allies, to be Plunder'd ; bur the 
Chancellor Karrig protefted againft ir. Whereupon 
fome hot words pafs’d between them. The Garri- 
fon of Bonn confifts of 4000 Men. The Garrifon 
in the Fort on-the other fide of the River is ftrer.g- 
then’d with a confiderable number of Men of the 
Troops of Cologne, and of Spaniards, under the 
Command of General Calvo ; tho’ they defert fo faft 
to Ziegburg, that in a few Weeks there is like to 
be very few of ‘em left. A great Quantity of Ams 
munition lyes ready in this City to be employ’d in 
the Siege of Bonn, which ‘tis thought will fhortly be 
Undertaken. Rhinberg is clofely block’d up, and 
“tis faid- that a Redoubt will be rais’d before each 
Gate of Gelder to Starve out that Garrifon. The 
Chapter is reported to have offer’d 50000 Rixdollars 
yearly to the Elector till the difference between him 
and them is compos’d.

The Confederate Troops are fo difpos’d into 
Winter-Quarters, that Bonn is hem’d in on all fides ;
